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Violent crime hits new record in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (R) — Violent crime in the United States reached a 
record high Last year and teenagers committed one-sixth of all homicides, 
according to government crime statistic* released on Saturday. The rate of 
violent crime, winch includes murder, assaulty, robbery and rape, 
increased 3.6 per cent according to the 1991 uniform crime reports, a 
compilatioa of records from 16,000 local law enforcement qgcndcs across 
die country. The araiisricE sbpwed 24,708 murders in 1991, up 4 J per cent 
to a rate of almost 10 per 100 ,000 people, and Washington had the highest 
murder rate of any large city. Overall, crime rose at a rate of only one per 
cent in 1991, according to the statistics released by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Firearms were used to commit 14,265 homicides, a jump of 
9.4 per cent from the previous year and representing six of every 10 
murdeis. The number of murders committed with handguns rose 13 per 
'em. Nearly one-sixth of maiden were committed by youths aged 15 to 
19, who made op a larger proportion of IdDen than any other age group. 
The report noted a gorge in youth arrests for murder during the 1980s.-

Pilots from fhe-USS Independ- 
ence said they detected activity 
within 50 kilometres of the zone. 

About 100 missions were laun- 
ched from the Independence be- 
tween 5:3 a.m.

The number was expected to 
increase by Sunday morning to 
105 missions. Some planes 
escorted British Tornados, six of 
which were sent two days ago to 
Saudi Arabia to help enforce the 
flight ban. 

The navy will not release de- 
tails of the type of aircraft be- 
lieved spotted, but tire lade of 
spare parts has kept Iraq’s civilian 
aircraft grounded for months.

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King leaves Mayo Clinic 


ROCHESTER, Minnesota 
(Agencies) — His Majesty 
King Hussein, walking with a 
cane but appearing in good 
spirits, Saturday left a hospital 
where he had surgery to re- 
move a tumor in bis urinary 
tract. 

Before driving away, King 
Hussein, 56, held a brief news 
conference to say he was in 
“excellent shape” and to praise 
the care during his 12-day stay 
at the Mayo Cfinic. 

King Hussein was diagnosed 
as having cancer of the lining 
of the ureter, a tube that con- 
nects the lddney to the blad- 
der. The malignancy was re- 
moved along with the King's 
left kidney during surgery 
Aug. 20. 

The King will need checkups 
every thiee months to six 
months, but most of those will 
be performed in Jordan, said 
Dr. Samir Farraj, King Hus- 


sein’s personal physician. 

John La Forgja, spokesman 
for the southern Minnesota cli- 
nic, said King Hussein might 
make some stops before re- 
turning to Jordan. He did not 
have details of the King’s 
itinerary. 

Meanwhile King Hussein re- 
ceived a cable from former 
Mauritanian President Mukh- 
tar Ould Dada congratulating 
him on the success of the 
surgery. A similar cable was 
sent by the president of the 
European Community who 
wished the King's speedy re- 
covery and continued good 
health. 

In the occupied Arab terri- 
tories several mayors and 
societies and organisations 
voiced their joy over the si re- 
cess of the surgery, while 
Palestinian newspapers there 
continued to publish congra-

Husseini freezes resignation; 

polls postponed in one district 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Leba- 
non’s pro-Syrran Parliamentary 
Speaker Hussein Husseini, who 
quit on Monday to protest at the 
country’s general elections, with- 
drew Ins resignation on Saturday 
after appeals by deputies and 
political leaders, a parliamentary 
statement said. 

“In response to the wishes of 
parliament members and reli- 
gions and national figures... 
House Speaker Hussein Husseini 
has frozen his resignation so that 
those concerned (have th.e 
chance) to remedy tire reasons 
and situations which led to tins 
resignation,” a parliament state- 
ment said. 

Mr. Husseini, a Shiite Muslim, 
quit his post after accusing the 
pro-Iranian HizboDah (Party of 
God) of foul play in the country’s 
first elections in 20 years. 

Hizbofiah won a landslide vic- 
tory in the Baalbek area m the 
eastern Bekaa Valley defeating 
most of Mr. Hosseini’s co- 
runners. Mr. Husseini was re- 
jected. 

The Interior Ministry said 
Saturday it was postponing the 


election for five parliament seats 
in the largely Christian Kesrouan 
province because of a lack of 
candidates. 

The second round of parlia- 
ment balloting is scheduled for 
Sunday in Beirut and the nearby 
Christian and Dnize mountain 
areas. South Lebanon residents 
will vote on Sept. 6. Elections 
were held last Sunday in the 
north and the Bekaa Valley. 

The short ministry statement 
came after all candidates for the 
seats withdrew over the past 
three days. It (fid not say when 
elections for the five Maronite 
Catholic seats would be resche- 
duled. 

Foreign Minister Faris'Bouez, 
who quit the government on 
Wednesday after it refused to halt 
voting, was leading Christian 
opposition in the area, which is 
home to several hundred 
thousand' members of the minor- 
ity community. 

Interior Minister Sami Al Kha- 
tib said he had accepted with- 
drawals by Mr. Bouex'and four 
other Christian candidates. 

Fbrty-nine other seats will be 


decided on Sunday for the 128- 
seat parliament. 

Right-wing Christians, mainly 
Maronites, have boycotted the 
elections, charging that balloting 
before withdrawal of Syria’s 
peacekeeping troops from Leba- 
non could lead to a parliament 
tilted in favour of Syria. 

The Syrians have said they 
would not withdraw before the 
elections. ’ * 

Prime Ministry Rashid Al Solh 
promised Sunday’s vote in Beirut 
and Mount Lebanon would be 
fair and urged all Lebanese to 
take part 

“God willing you will witness 
next Sunday free and honest elec- 
tions and no one will complain of 
anything,*’ Mr. Solh said on a 
late-night Friday visit to the 
Christian suburb of Ashrafiyeh. 

“The government is eager to 
achieve national reconciliation 
among all the Lebanese and to 
call on all Lebanese to exercise 
their duty to vote and elect repre-

Food airlift to Somalia Kabul truce holds 
undeterred by ambush despite differences

ahead with its airlift to starving 
Somalia despite the shooting of 
two UN. personnel by dan gun- 
men, U.S. military officials said 
Saturday. 

The incident underlined the 
dangers facing relief workers in 
Somalia but the officials said they 
would continue to airlift food to 
towns where the risk of it being 
looted or fought over is minimal. 

Gunmen from one of Somalia’s 
feuding factions shot and wound- 
ed two U.N. military observers in 
Mogadishu on Friday and an orgy 
of loo ting and shooting broke out 
in the capital’s port. 

Ronald Libby, a disaster relief 
veteran with Washington’s 
USAID agency, said the U.S. 
operation would not be affected 
by the shooting. 

“I don’t think the Mogadishu 
incident should-affect our work- 
ing with the U.N. We are work- 
ing with the United Nations and 
are trying to establish the best 
areas to defiver food,” he said. 

He said Washington was deter- - 
mined not to squander food by 
sending planes to centres where 
supplies would only be stolen by 
armed gangs who have fought for. 
power since dictator Mohammad 
Siad Barra was overthrown In 
January last year. 


“Starvation is not the number 
one problem in Somalia, it’s the 
unrest,”- be said. 

“It was a lot easier in Iraq after 
the war than it is here,” said Mr. 
Libby, who helped send relief aid 
to Kurdish areas of Iraq at the 
end of the Gulf war. 

UJf. under criticism 

Thousands of lives are being 
needlessly lost in Somalia be- 
came the United Nations has 
failed to provide effective lead-* 
endup, a British aid group said 
Saturday. 

The U.N. response to crises in 
Somalia, Yugoslavia and else- 
where has been “in-informed, ifl- 
equipped and uncoord inated ,” 
smd Nicholas Hinton, director- 
general of Save the Chfldren. 

Save the Chfldren wants a sing- 
le agency within the United Na- 
tions to, be respopnsibie for coor- 
dinating re fief plans that address 
humanitarian, security and poli- 
tical problems as a whole, Mr. 
Hmton said. 

Mike Aaronson, the charity’s 
overseas director, said U.N. re- 
lief plans for Somalia “remain on 
the level of generalities and pious 
hopes while giving little idea of 
how they cam be implemented.” 

The U.N- Security Council 
voted late Friday to send 3,000' 
more troops to guard food ship- 
ments (see page 2). 


KABUL (R) — A ceasefire 
accord took bold in Kabul on 
Saturday between the Afghan 
government and the dissident 
Hezb-e-IsIami party but differ- 
ences emerged almost before the 
ink had dried on their signatures. 

The Islamic Mujahedeen gov- 
ernment announced a ceasefire 
with Hezb-e-IsIami to end three 
weeks of fighting that has killed 
or injured thousands of civilians 
and forced one third of the capit- 
al’s 1.5 million people to flee. 

The ceasefire began at noon 
(0730 GMT), Defence Ministry 
spokesman Manlana Farid said. 
Around the same tune Hezb 
rockets slammed into the de- 
serted Russian embassy com- 
pound, but all rocket salvoes had 
stopped by mid-afternoon. 

Unilateral ceasefires 
announced by both for Friday 
were shattered soon after dawn 
when a' Hezb rocket destroyed a. 
plane sent to airlift Russian diplo- 
mats from Kabul Four Russian 
commandos were hurt. 

The last 50 Russian diplomats 
in Kabul and 10 commando* flew 
out aboard an Afghan army plane 
early on Saturday. 

Both sides said the accord — 
signed separately and brokered 
by neutral Mujahedeen 
mediators — contained several 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Palestinian negotiators, gloomy 
about prospects of progress at the 
end of a week of Middle East 
peace talks in Washington, have 
sent representatives to Tunis for 
consultations with Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) 
leaders. 

Palestinian sources said the 
negotiators were frustrated at 
new Israeli proposals for limited 
setfiTule in tire occupied territor- 
ies and they wanted to coordinate 
their stand with the PLO lead- 
ership. 

“Our impressions are that ex- 
cept for tiie change in tone, the 
Israelis have not altered their 
positions,” one senior source 
said. 

“We want to put the Palesti- 
nian leadership in the picture and 
to receive directions for the 
course of action which we should 
take during the rest of the nego- 


tiating round,” he added. 

PLO leaders are barred from 
taking part in the talks bnt follow 
the negotiations from their Tunis 
headquarters. Several Palestinian 
officials including Nabil Shaath, a 
dose aide to PLO Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat, are in Washington to 
supervise the talks. 1 

Israel has proposed an elected 
Palestinian council with adminis- 
trative powers in 15 areas of life 
and with authority to issue secon- 
dary legislation. 

Palestinians want elections for 
a council with full legislative and 
executive powers to govern the 
Palestinians in' the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Palestinian spokeswoman 
Hanan Ashrawi said the Israeli 
proposals amount to sharing pow- 
er rather than trahsfering author- 
ity as stated by the letter of 
invitation to the talks issued by 
the U.S. before the peace process 


started last October. 

“It is dear that they want to 
keep the source of authority in 
Israeli hands and would only 
transfer some powers to the 
Palestinians,” Dr. Ashrawi said. 

“We did not reach a dead end 
and we expected that the two 
sides would present two different 
proposals but we did not expect 
the gap to be this big,” she said. 

Negotiators from Lebanon, 
Jordan and Syria have also re- 
ported little progress in the first 
week of talks. 

Chief Lebanese negotiator 
Soheil Shammas said Friday he 
■had rejected so-called 
confidence-building measures 
proposed by Israel because “they 
are inviting us to legitimise the 
occupation and legalise it by in- 
viting us to operate under their 
authority.”

in Algerian 
shootout 

ALGIERS (AP) — Two men 
were killed and three police offic- 
es* wounded in the latest shoot- 
out between security forces and 
Muslim extremists, state radio 
reported Saturday. 

The pair were stopped Friday 
for an identity check in the west- 
ern town of ‘Ain Defla when they 
pulled pistols and opened fire on 
the policeman, the radio said. 
They were killed in return fire. 

Several people were arrested 
after the shootout, the radio said. 
A workshop to make grenades 
was discovered in the home of 
one of the slain men. 

Scores of security-force mem- 
bers and armed Islamic extrem- 
ists have been killed in ambushes 
and shoctouts since January, 
when the military staged a coup 
to deny the Islamic Salvation 
■Front (FIS) victory in Algeria’s 
first democratic legislative elec- 
tions. 

The party has since been ban- 
ned and thousands of adherents 
jailed. Islamic bands have retali- 
ated with almost daily attacks on 
security forces and government 
installations. 

The FIS on Friday denied re- 
sponsibility for the bombing at 
Houari Boumediene airport in 
Algiers that left nine people dead

Islamist trial unfair 


LONDON (Agencies) — Amnes- 
ty International has expressed 
concern about die conviction of 
Islamic fundamentalist leaders in 
Tunisia, saying their trial was 
unfair. 

Amnesty observers attended 
two mass trials before military 
courts at which 279 Islamic fun- 
damentalists were accused of 
plotting to overthrow the Tuni- 
sian government. 

“Pre-trial and trial proceedings 
in both trials did not meet human 
rights standards for a fair trial,” 
the London-based human rights 
organisation said in a statement. 

A Tunis military court sent- 
enced members of the banned Al 
Nahda (Renaissance) movement 
to life imprisonment on Frid™ 
for plotting to overthrow the / 
■eminent or assassinate President 
Tine Al Abidine Ben Ali. Pro- 
secution demands for death sent- 
ences were rejected. 

The bearings have been held at 
Bouchoucha Barracks near 
Tunis. The main court was trying 
171 defendants. A second court, 
where 108 people face si milar 
charges, was expected to give its 
verdicts on Saturday or Sunday. 

Amnesty said defendants in the 
first trial were sentenced on the 
basis of uncorroborated confes- 


sions allegedly extracted under 
torture and consistently denied in 
court. 

“Most had been held in incom- 
municado detention for weeks or 
months after arrest and many of 
them still bore the marks of tor- 
ture suffered over a year before," 
Amnesty said. 

It said arrest dates had been 
consistently falsified to cover up 
illegal incommunicado detention. 

Amnesty said the prosecution 
brought forward only one witness 
who was withdrawn after he de- 
nied that the defendants had dis- 
cussed a plot at any meeting and 
began weeping in court. . . 

The rights of the defence were 
markedly curtailed. Amnesty 
said, with lawyers receiving dos- 
siers only days before the trial 
and many were unable to tee 
their clients. 

Amnesty said that at the 
second trial, the president of the 
court “took a 1 consistently hostile 
attitude to the accused, interrupt- 
ing them when they attempted to 
speak of their torture or make 
any detailed statement about 
their activities.”

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Ghali endorses allied 

‘no-fly’ zone over Iraq 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
Secretary-General Boutros 
Ghali. in backing the U.S.-initi- 
ated no-fly zone over southern 
Iraq while contending the Secur- 
ity Council bad endorsed it, has 
touched on a legal issue council 
members would prefer to avoid. 

.The U.N. chief, currently tn 
London, was asked by the Cable 
News Network (CNN) on Friday 
whether he supported the allied 
ban on Iraqi aircraft. 

“.Yes. We don’t need to en- 
dorse it because the four member 
states who have done this have 
already received a mandate from 
the Security Council. They are 
acting on the basis (the) mandate 
which they have already re- 
ceived," he said. 

:Ke said he thought the ban was 
“sdmething positive" that would 
help his efforts to provide huma- 
nitarian assistance to Iraqis. 

It was the first time a U.N. 
official has spoken m favour of allied 
warplanes roaring across south- 
ern Iraq in an effort said aimed at 
stopping Baghdad from oppres- 
sing Shiite dissidents. 

To date the United Nations, 
including the Security Council, 
has maintained a studied silence 
over the ban, which was not 
directly backed by council resolu- 
tions. The United States, Britain, 
France and Russia, who imposed 
the no-fly zone, carefhUy avoided 
asjdng the council for a mandate. 

Bntilh Foreign Secretary 
Douglas Hurd acknowledged this 
month that the air exclusion zone 


was not directly sanctioned by 
council resolutions and pointed to 
extreme violations of human 
rights in Iraq, which be said 
involved broader concepts of in- 
ternational law. 

But there has been no open 
opposition on the council to the 
ban, not even among non-aligned 
nations usually worried about in- 
terference in the affairs of a 
member state. 

“Most non-aligned states on 
the council don’t like it but most 
feel that Iraq deserves what it 
gets so no one is going to chal- 
lenge the four,” said one key 
Hurd World diplomat. 

The four, along with China, are 
permanent members of the 15- 
nation council. 

Asked if it was unusual that 
China was not included in the 

S ieration, its ambassador, Li 
ayou, said, "It is not unusual, it 
is on their own initiative the four 
countries took action vis-4- vis 
Iraq. It is not the permanent five, 
it is an initiative on their own.” 
China is seriously worried that 
the no-fly zone will harm Iraqi 
unity and sovereignty, Xinh ua 
news agency said Saturday. 

“C hina is seriously concerned 
over the developments in south- 
ern Iraq,” the official agency 
quoted a Chinese Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman as saying. 

“The Chinese government be- 
lieves that no step to be taken in 
that regard should jeopardise 
Iraq’s unification and territorial 
integrity,” the spokesman said. 


Bat China wants Baghdad to 
Mow all of the coundfs resolu- 
tions. Compliance “will be in the 
interests of the Iraqi people and 
of the stability of that region,” 
the spokesman added, 

“We always stand for the 
peaceful settlement of interna- 
tional disputes and do not wish to 
see renewed tension and com- 
plication of the situation in the 
Gulf region," the statement said. 

Security Council Resolution 
688 April 5, 1991, invoked by 
President George Bush to justify 
the ban, demands that Iraq im- 
mediately end repression against 
its civilian population, in particu- 
lar the Kurds. 

The resolution, adopted by a 
vote of 10 to three with two 
abstentions, met with more 
opposition than other measures 
against Iraq. It was not adopted 
under Chapter VII of the U.N. 
Charter, which carries a threat of 
force. 

But a precedent exists for this 
week’s action in the establish- 
ment of a similar no-fly zone over 
Kurdish territory in the north a 
year ago. 

The exclusion zone in the north 
was set up in ceasefire accords 
reached between U.S. General 
Norman Schwarzkopf and Iraqi 
generals when the war ended in 
March 1991. 

“The bottom line here is not 
the legalities but that Iraq is so 
isolated few will rise to ns de- 
fence,” said one U.N. envoy. 


U.N. authorises more troops for Somalia 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
Security Council has authorised 
the deployment of 3,000 more 
loops to protect relief supplies in 
famine-ravaged Somalia, in addi- 
tion to 500 Pakistani soldiers 
already on their way. 

They will require logistics, 
communications and medical sup- 
port, comprising another 700 
men, in the early stages. 

The United Nations Operation 
in Somalia (UNOSOM), where 
relief workers are trying to allevi- 
ate starvation threatening 4.5 mil- 
lion people, is at present backed 
by only 50 unarmed U.N. obser- 
vers in Mogadishu, the capital. 

Two of the observers, from 
Egypt and Czechoslovakia, were 
shot and wounded on Friday" - 

In its unanimous resolution, 
the council also endorsed a prop- 
osal by Secretary-General Bout- 
ros Ghali to set up zone head- 
quarters in four different regions 
of the country where the United 
Nations will not only supervise 
humanitarian programmes but 


work to end factional violence 
which has plunged Somalia into 
chaos. 

The new troop operation will 
cost nearly $130 million in the 
first six months. 

The 3,000 additional soldiers 
will comprise four 750-man units. 
One will serve at Bossasso, in die 
northeast, and another in the 
southwest of the country. Two 
more are to be stationed at the 
ports of Betbera, in the north, 
and Kismayu, in the south. 

The 500-man Pakistani unit 
due to arrive shortly will be based 
in Mogadishu. 

Somalia disintegrated into 
anarchy and civil strife after the 
January 1991 fall of dictator 
Mohammed Siad Bane. Hun- 
dreds of people are (tying daily 
and -another million could starve, 
to death in the next few months. 
About a million others have fled 
the country. 

The council resolution called 
on all parties and factions to 
cooperate with the United Na- 


tions to permit the urgent deploy- 
ment of security personnel. 

Dr. Ghali has stressed the need 
to assist the people of Somalia 
since taking office in January, 
following criticism that the Un- 
ited Nations was doing too little 
to ward off mass starvation. 

In a recent report, be said the 
“critical problem facing the Un- 
ited Nations... is how to ensure 
the security of relief supplies at 
all stages, namely delivery, stor- 
age and distribution.” 

“Lack of security prevents the 
delivery of food, while food shor- 
tages contribute significantly to 
the level of violence and insecur- 
ity,” he added. • 

Dr. Ghap opted offers of assist- . 
ance from the United. .States, 
Canada, France and Germany, 
but said these had to be carefully 
coordinated to make sure there 
was no duplication of efforts.

Massoud Rajavi, president of the 
National Council of Resistance of 
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Iran, in December 1991”. 

Presented to the session of the 
sub-conunissioa by experts from 
Algeria, Belgium, Britain, 
France, India, Nigeria. Norway, 
Romania, Russia, Ukraine, and 
the United States, the resolution 
was adopted with 18 affirmative 
votes.

ANKARA (AP)— From being a 
willing member of the coalition 
force during the Golf war, Tur- 
key has put on a cMly face in the 
latest U.S.-led initiative against 
Iraq. 

It has condemned the plan to 
restrict Iraqi air traffic over 
southern Iraq and said the West is 
using a double standard in not j 
interfering to stog the violence in j 
Bosnia-Herzegovma. 

During the Gulf war, Turkey 
allowed U.S. bombers to use its 
southern airbase at Indrlik. 
There are still 79 U.S., British 
and French planes there to pro- i 
tect the Kurds in northern Iraq. 

When the possibility of an air 
strike against Baghdad arose last 
month after U.N. inspectors were j 
barred from the Agriculture 
Ministry, President Suleyman 
Denrirel said Incidik could not be 
used. 

To Turkey’s relief, the United 
States has not asked to use Indr- 
Hk during the latest operation, 
said a government official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Various factors explain Tur- 
key's change in attitude.

“It provided free manoeuvres 
for those fi ghting against Tur- 
key,’' Ismail Cem, a Social 
Democrat deputy, told parlia- 
ment Friday. 

Turkish Kurdish guerrillas 
fightfag for autonomy in the Tur- 
kish southeast have found a safe 
haven in northern Iraq, the gov- 
ernment says.

“Iraq is a neighbour of ours 
with whom we are in a position to 
live together,” Defence Minister 
Nevzat Ayaz said recently. 


Vassiliou will go back 
to negotiations at U.N 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent George Vassiliou of Cyprus 
said Friday he would return to the 
negotiating table in New York in 
October to continue U.N.-spon- 
sored talks to reunite the island 
tmder a federal system. 

“We will definitely continue 
our (uegotiating) struggle. A 
solution would benefit Both the 
Greek and Turkish-Cypriot com- 
munities,” the Greek-Cypriot 
leader told a news conference 
also attended by two Turkish-

kish-Cypriot reporters. 

But he turned down proposal 
from Turkish-Cypriot leader 
Rauf Deoktash that they bold 
face-to-face talks in Nicosia be- 
fore the OcL 26 meeting set by 
U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
Ghali. 

Mr. Vassiliou and Mr. De- 
nktasfa met in New York earlier 
this month as part of a U.N. 
initiative to rewrite, foe island. 

Mr, Vassflinu reassured Tur- 
kish Cypriots that in a federated 
Cyprus there would be neither 
Greek or Turkish-Cypriot re- 
fugees. 

He said Turkish Cypriots 
whose homes would be returned 
to their original Greek-Cypriot 
owners under a settlement would 
have the option of either reloca- 
tion or compensation. 

A solution has to work and the 
only way to make it work is to 
make certain that Turkish Cyp- 
riots will be as happy as Greek 
Cypriots” he said. 

He also said that during the 
talks he had brought up for dfe- 
cussion the issue of more than 
40,000 mainland Turkish settlers 
now living in the occupied north. 


“We want a settlement as

“But progress continues to be 
blocked by the continuing nega- 
tive attitude of Rauf Deoktash 
who wants foe states quo to 
continue, and this is made dear in 
the Security Council resolution,” 
Mr. Vassiliou added. 

He was referring to Resolution 
774 approved uuanimouly on 
Wednesday. 

The Security Cotmcfl also en- 
dorsed a report presented by Dr. 
Ghali that criticised _ Mr. De- 
nktasb’s positions during the re- 
cent talks the U.N. chief had in 
New York with Mr. Vassiliou and 
the TUridsh Ctypriot leader. 

The report urged* Mr. De- 
nktash to show more flexibility on 
a proposed federation with the 
Greek Cypriot community, and 
not to make demands contrary to 
U.N. principles and council re- 
solutions. 

Resolution 774 urged the two 
sides “to pursue uninterrupted 
negotiations” in October “until 
an overall framework agreement 
is reached on the basis of the 
entire set of ideas” proposed by 
Dr. Ghali. 

Mir. Denktash has rejected 
these ideas as unacceptable and 
threatened to boycott the re- 
sumption of tire talks unless they 
are revised. 

“We expect the Security Coun- 
cil to make dear who is to blame 
for the lack of progress in the 
talks and take whatever steps it 
deems necessary,” Mr. Vassiliou 
said Friday. 


U.S. Justice Department:

CINCINNATI, Ohio (R) —

Russia, Morocco sign Sahara fishing pact 

RABAT (R) — A fleet of 43 Russian ships will be allowed ro fish 
foe coastal waters of Western Sahara under a three-year accord 
signed in Rabat on Friday. The accord signed by Moroccan 
Fisheries Minister Bensalem Smili and Vladimir Korevsky , bead 
of Russia's fisheries committee, applies to a zone south of Tarfaya 
on the border between Morocco and the fanner Spanish colony. 
It is the first accord of its kind concluded with a foreign country 
applied exclusively to Western Sahara where Polisario guerrillas 
have been fighting for independence since 1976. Polisario disputes 
Moroccan sovereignty over the area and declared its coastal 
waters a war zone several years ago.' Polfeano guerrillas have 
attacked foreign fishing vessels but no incidents have been 
reported since August 1988 when both sides accepted a United 
Nations peace plan. The accord defines quotas for catches of 
sardines, .mackerel, anchovies and other species but excludes 
squid and crustaceans. The fleet will be gradually reduced to 33 
ships by tire end of the three-year period and 130 Moroccan 
observers wfl] monitor catches.

LONDON (R) — A small bomb exploded at the British consulate 
in Istanbul on Friday, causing some damage but no injuries, the 
Foreign office said.

LONDON (R) — The mother of A briton held in Iraq appealed 
to President Saddam Hussein on Friday for bis release, saying she 
feared he might become: a hostage in the dispute between 
Baghdad and the Gulf war allies. Michael Wainright, 41, was 
detained in northern Iraq in May while on a lone cycling trip to 
; Australia. The British Foreign Office said Baghdad had yet to 
i respond to rts demarid-for an explanation of his detention. Mr. 

'• Wai nright was the second briton to be detained by Iraq rids year. 
Cateringmanager Paul Ride, 33, was jafled in Iraq for seven years 
‘ a week ago on - charges of illegal entry from Kuwait. Mr. 
Wainright' s mother Iris said she feared her son would be used as a 
hostage if foe United States, Britain and France came into open 
conflict with Iraq over their air exclusion zone in southern Iraq. 
Speaking from her home in Yorkshire, Northern England, she 
made a direct appeal to President Saddam to release her son. “Let 
bun come home. It is his 42nd birthday on Monday and the 
greater present we could wish for would be to see him safe and 
sound again,” she said. Mr. Ride’s wife Julie met British Foreign 
Secretary Douglas Hurd on Friday to discuss her husband’s plight. 
She says Mr. Ride strayed into Iraq by mistake and has dismissed 
Iraqi suggestions be was a spy as “sflJy nonsense.” 


Israel sends envoy to Nigeria 

LAGOS (R) — Israel has sent its first diplomat to Nigeria since 
the two countries restored formal ties in May after a 19-year 
break, foreign diplomats said on Friday. Charge d’Affaires Yuri 
Savir arrived in Lagos, Nigeria’s main city, on Wednesday; the 
sources said. Nigeria cut finks with Israel during foe 1973 war. It 
was not dear whether an envoy from Nigeria, which has ties with 
the Palestine Liberation Organisation, bad yet been sent to Israel. 
Israelis, who built some of Nigeria’s roads and water supply 
systems in the 1960s, have run construction and commerce firms 
.in Nigeria for many years. 

Sri Lankans return as employers quit Kuwait 

COLOMBO, (R) — Sri Lankan workers in Kuwait are returning i 

borne, dismissed by employers who fear new hostilities in foe Gulf, 

the independent Island newspaper said on Saturday. It said 39 : 
people had come home on Thursday and another 29 were expected ! 
on the next flight from Kuwait. The returnees said wealthy 
Kuwaitis were fleeing their homes and leaving their Sri Lankan , 
domestics at the embassy, as rumours spread about a possible 
attack on Kuwait by Iraqi forces. About 100,000 Sri Lankans were 
working m Kuwait before the Gulf war. Some 70,000 returned to 
Sn Lanka or found jobs in other countries until the war ended, 
when some went back to tbc Middle East. The Sri Lankan embassy 
m Kuwait was flooded with people who wanted to go home, the 
returnees, m ai nl y women who had worked as maids, told the 
Island.

Arab airlines not to raise fares, say 
government taxes hurt their business 


AMMAN (Petra) — Representa- 
tives of Arab national airlines, 
who held a two-day meeting in 
Amman last' week, announced 
Saturday that their airlines -will 
refrain from introducing any air 
tariff increases during 1993 ex- 
cept for a limited number of 
routes affected by currency rate 
fluctuations. 

In a statement issued Saturday, 
foe airlines voiced ' their deep 
concern over Arab governments’ 
steady increases of taxes imposed 
on air tickets, which makes it 
difficult for them to operate effi- 
ciently. 

The meeting was attended by 
representatives of Royal Jorda- 
nian, Saudia, Kuwait Airways, 
Egypt Air, Gulf Air, Middle East 
Airlines, Iraqi Airways, Yeme- 
nia, Almida, Sudan Air and Sy- 
rian Arab Airlines. 

T^he meeting, which was orga- 
nised by, foe ArahiAjf Carriers 
I Organisation (AAjQOji^was also 


attended by a delegate from the 
International Air Transport 
Association (IATA). 

The participants discussed the 
pricing of air feres within foe 
Arab region and were unanimous 
in deciding not to raise tariffs 
during the coming year, said foe 
statement. 

The participating airlines also 
decided to embark on a joint 
study leading to foe announce- 
ment of special reduced air feres, 
said the statement 

The statement voiced the Arab 
airlines concern over the decline 
in air travel operations dne to foe 
steady tax increases on tickets 
imposed by the concerned au- 
thorities. 

“Such practice is bound to in- 
crease the cost of air travel for 
passengers without giving any 
profit to the airlines,” foe state- 
ment said. 

.. T^e statement - said that foe 


airlines demanded that taxes and 
other charges imposed on tickets 
be compatible with the quality 
and level of services offered by 
foe concerned governments to 
foe passengers and to the air 
carriers. 

The statement said the airlines 
were concerned over the ex- 
pected adverse impact of the uni- 
fication of Europe in 1993 on 
Arab airlines. 

It urged the Arab League 
and the Arab Civil Avia- 
tion' authorities to establish a 
body to take charge of the air 
transport industry in the Arab 
World because it is the second 
largest industry after the oil in- 
dustry.

Aqaba’s gold coins ~ JUST hoists meeting 

shed new light on ancient trade routes on clinical services 

L-' AMMAN fl.T.I — Delegates research in medical services 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A hoard of 32 
gold coins — 1000-year-old arti- 
facts that reveal new information 
about the trade between sub- 
Saharan Africa and foe Middle 
East were discovered during re- 
cent excavation works in Aqaba. 

The coins were found in May at 
Aqaba by a team led by Donald 
Whitcomb, a research associate 
with the University of Chicago’s 
Oriental Institute and director of 
the Oriental Institute’s excava- 
tions in Aqaba. 

Twenty-nine of the 32nd coins 
are especially rare and appear to 
have been produced in Sijftmasa 
in southern Morocco, a commun- 
ity that was a frontier post for 
trade in gold from West Africa. 

It is the first time the Si jflmasa 
coins have been uncovered by 
archaeologists. 

The announcement of the <fi&- 
covety was made jointly Aug. 26 
by the Department of Antiquities 
and the University of Chicago. 

“This is one of the most signifi- 
cant archaeological discoveries in 
Jordan discoveries in Jordan in 
recent years,” said Safwan TeH v 
director of the Department of 
Antiquities. 

It (the discovery) shows os 
dearly the importance of this port 
as a trade site and underlines the 
value of the excavations in 
Aqaba. This site is bringing us 
new insights into the trade pat- 
terns existing during one of the 
most remarkable periods of Isla- 
mic history, a time of great 
advancement which corres- 
ponded in Europe with foe Mid- 
dle East Ages,*' the joint 
aimouncemem said. 

The 32 gold coins in the hoard 
are dinars and formed a collec- 
tion known at foe time as travel- 
er’s or trader's “purse.” The 
purse functioned as the travelers’ 
checks of foe time and was prob- 
ably worth about S3 ,000 in mod- 
em terms, Mr. Whitcomb said. 

The parse’s remaining three 
dinars are common Fatunid di- 
nars, which were minted else- 
where in North Africa. AD of the 
corns date from between 976 and 
1013 A.D. The bag which prob- 
ably contained the coins deterio- 
rated and traces were not found . 
at foe site. 

The coins found buried in a 
street that Mr. Whitcomb is ex- 
cavating in Ayla, an ancient port 
abandoned before the modem 
city of Aqaba was buflL 

“Whatis important about these 
coins is that they were found in an 
archaeological context,” Mr. 
Whitcomb said, “A few similar 
coins are known to exist and 
sometimes other kinds of coins 
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are found by farmers in fields. 
But rarely do we find a hoard of 
gold coins font has, been undis- 
turbed for centuries.” 

He said an international team 
of scholars will begin this winter 
to examine the corns to determine 
their parity and seek other in- 
formation. The gold pieces are 
now being held at the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities. 

Because they were found 
together, the corns can give dues 
about foe person who carried 

them and accordingly help estab- 
lish a picture of foe trade route of. 
which they were part, Whitcomb 
said. Tbeir discovery also could 
give researchers new evidence 
about so me. of the calamities that 
befell visitors to the Aqaba area, 
which was part of a system of 
stops along a trade route between 
Churn, the Middle East, and 
Europe. 

“we’re very excited about 
what this hoard can tell us,' Whit- 
comb said. “Coin specialists are 
interested in the dies that were 
used to produce the coins. From a 
board, they can count the number 
of foes that were used to produce 
the coins! for instance. Scholars 
can estimate about bow many 
coins were produced by each die,} 
the production of each particular 
mint, and then estimate foe 
wealth of a region ” 

“When you nave a group of 
coins that comes from a dealer’s 
shop, you’re never certain where 
the corns came from or if they 


were found together. Yon have 
considerably less to go on histor- 
ically, ” he said. 

The coins suggest that the per- 
son who owned them was a pil- 
grim, said Michael Bates, 
curator of Islamic Coins for the 
American Numismatic Society, 
New York. The port of Ayla was 
a stopping place fo t pilgrims mi 
their way to Mecca. 

“A trader would probably have 
had a more diverse set of coins,” 
he explained. “These were prob- 
ably freshly minted coins which 
the person picked up before he 
left Sijihnasa to begin a pilgrim- 
age to Mecca. It was quite an 
undertaking at the time. It could 
take a month just to reach the 
Mediterranean.” 

Gold for the coins came from 
western Africa over foe Sahara 
by camel caravan. Si jflmasa was 
at foe fringe of the Muslim world 
and the rough quality of the coins 
found in Aqaba indicates they 
came from a frontier outpost, Mr. 
Bates said. 

“These coins were made to 
mutate the more sophisticated 
coinage of Spain, the area of tbs 
Islamic world that dominated this 
region,” he said. The coins do not 
bear foe - names of local rules, but 
of foe caliphs who were the Mus- 
lim rulers of Spam, he added. 

They were not hey were prob- 
ably produced as a means to. 
make carrying foe gold easier, he 
said. During the 1949 gold rush in 
Califotma, a similar system, of 


quh±minting of coins developed. 

The coins may provide impor- 
tant new evidence of who was in 
control of the dty, which served 
as a sort of port at the edge of foe 
Sahara, said Ron Messier, 
professor of history at Middle 
Tennessee State University in 
Murfeesboro, Term. 

“The discovery of this board 
underscores the importance of 
Sijihnasa as a mint dty,” said Mr. 
Messier, who is conducting an 
excavation of the dty. “I have not 
found any gold coins in the dty. 
These coins come from a very 
early period of minting. 

“By examining the coins, we 
can determine who was ruling the 
dty. This would help fill in an 
important gap in our understand- 
ing because it has appeared that 
there were groups competing for 
control and ruling indirectly 
through vassal tribes,” he said. 

The coins were found buried in 
a street near a gate that is being 
excavated. The discovery rite is 
about three feet below the cur- 
rent ground level and is adjacent 
to a modem road that runs along 
die beach. 

Experts suggest the coins may 
have been hidden by a traveller 
who could have been carried off 
when bedouin attacked a pilgrim- 
age of North African Muslims in 
1024. 

The Oriental Institute began its 
excavations at Aqaba in 1985. 
Among other things, the team 
has excavated glazed ceramics 
and porcelain pieces which were 
part of a well-established trade 
route that linked Aqaba and Chi- 
na and other regions in Asia and 
the Middle East. 

The port had been a Roman

AMMAN (J.T.) — Delegates 
from Jordan, Arab countries^ and 
two regional and international 
organisations wfll gather at the 
Jordan University of Science and 
Technology (JUST) Monday for 
a three-day symposium on the 
role of sdentific research in 
promoting dinical services.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Arab 
Orthodox Initiative Committee 
held a press conference in Am- 
man Saturday to focus attention 
on foe status of foe Orthodox 
community in the occupied Arab 
territories.

Wrong use of 688 


WASHINGTON AND its immediate Western allies 
invoked U.N. Security Council Resolution 688 for 
justifying their decision to declare a no-fly zone in 
southern Iraq ostensibly to protect the Iraqi Shiite 
population from “oppression” by Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein’s regime. On closer look, the involve- 
ment of ^he U.N. Security Council in Iraq under that 
resolution rested on two intertwined pillars. The first 
is the “massive flow of (Kurdish) refugees towards and 
across international frontiers” that lead to “cross 
border incursions;” and the second rested on the 
■ premise that such a development had “threatened 
■international peace and security in the region.”. In 
other words, the Security Council acted not only to 
prevent systematic and grave human rights violations 
bnt also because such violations threatened regional 
peace and security. In the case of southern Iraq, no 
case was made that the human rights situation there 
threatened regional or international peace and secur- 
ity. Acting alone on the assumption that the human 
rights situation in southern Iraq is grave would not be 
sufficient under Resolution 688. This is one point that 
has to be taken into consideration. 

: Another important issue is that Resolution 688 does 
not call for the use of force in any case. The operative 
paragraphs of that resolution condemn the “repres- 
sion of the Iraqi civilians in many parts of Iraq, 
including most recently in Kurdish populated areas, 
the consequences of which threaten international peace 
and security.” 

; The second operative paragraph merely d emands 
that Iraq end immediately “ this 


repression,” and 
expresses the hope that an open dialogue take place 
“to ensure that the human and political rights of all 
Iraqi citizens are respected.” The other provisions of 
the resolution call on Iraq to allow immediate access by 
international humanitarian organisations to all those 
in need of assistance in all parts of Iraq. That is all that 
was contained in Resolution 688. 

If the U.S., Britain and France seek to intervene 
militarily in Iraq for human rights reasons, it would 
appear necessary that they seek a specific authorisa- 
tion from the council for that purpose. Otherwise, 
their decision to reign supreme in Iraq’s southern 
airspace would be ultra vires from a legal point 
of view. This is not to suggest that the U.N. Security 
Council cannot act forcibly if necessary to prevent 
grave human rights violations anywhere in the world. 
Bnt such intervention requires a specific resolution 
after finding that the seriousness of these violations 
threatens regional peace and security. As thing s stand 
now, such a case has not been made as Car as southern 
Iraq is concerned. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


Air RA’l Arabic paper Saturday commented on the arrest of a 
Parliament member, noting that the Jordanian judicial system can 
prqve whether a citizen is guilty or innocent whatever his position 
or his status is. The Jordanian judiciary considers all citizens 
innocent until proved guilty and therefore there can be no room 
for* speculation about the case, said the paper. Respect of the 
Jordanian Constitution and the various Jordanian authorities — 
legislative, judiciary and executive — remains the best guarantee 
for the democratic march of this country, the paper continued. It 
said that the Jordanian society believes in dialogue in the course 
of settling issues and through negotiations rather than confronta- 
tion with weapons. Since this country has chonsen the path of 
democracy there can be no room for violent methods to achieve 
one's purpose; and since the law is to be upheld and respected, 
there can be no room in society for those who choose to challenge 
this serious commitment, 1 the paper added. It said experience has 
proved that only through national unity and through cooperation 
among the members of the Jordanian family can Jordan's progress 
under democracy be achieved. The paper said that the Jordanian 
society can by no means sacrifice its gains and never allow work in 
the darkness substitute honest work, done in daylight and within 
the concept of pluralism, stressing that peace can never be 
achieved through .the use of weapons. 

[ A COLUMNIST in’ A1 Ra’i Arabic daily criticised the short 
\ ' period of time given to the Arabic news bulletin on Jordan 
Television, noting that a limited news bulletin can by no means 
■ offer foil coverage of events around the world. Nazih said that 
! the news room in Jordan Television produces half an hour of news 
; regardless of the volume of world events, which gives cause to 
{Satisfaction for the viewers who often nun to other stations in 
' order to get the full picture about a certain event. The writer said 
that by turning to other stations viewers often discover that they 
have been deceived and that more can be seen and learnt He said 
that perhaps there are strict instructions which required that the 
news bulletin be so limited in time, but this is done at the expense 
of the viewers, causing, dismay and dissatisfaction. The writer 
pointed out that even the events on the local scene and in the 
Arab World require more than half an hour to be covered. He 
demanded that more time be assigned for the news and that 
accuracy and truth be presented to the viewers at all coins. He 
urged those responsible for the news and their directors to take 
steps that can provide satisfaction to the viewers and gain 
credibility.

Real GDF projected to grow 


In spite of the availability of foreign exchange in Jordan these 
days, in relative abundance, the prudent management of the 
country's foreign exchange budget remains one of the most 
important keys to the Jordanian economy, equal to, if not more 
important than the augmentation of the productive capacity that 
creates jobs. 

In the coming year (1993), a further improvement in the 
|* performance of the Jordanian economy will take place. TheGross 
Domestic Product (GDP) will grow by around 10 per cent in 
current prices, to cover the predicted inflation rate of 6 per cent, 
and leave a real growth rate of at least 4 per cent 

Yet a large gap will continue to exist in the Jordanian balance of 
payments, not less than $330 million, which most be secured, one 
way or another, in order to make ends meet and safely sail 
through the year. 

As a matter of fact, the overall financial gap in 1993 will exceed 
one billion dollars ($ 1,058 million according to the projections of 
the economic adjustment programme). What we referred to 
above is the net final gap after deduction of all available and 
expected sources from which to till the gap. 

■ The deficit in the current account of the balance of payments, 
before foreign aid but including $422 million of interest that will 


fall due onforeign indebtedness, is estimated to reach $ 707 
mflKn n , On the other hand, the principal installments which will 
also- fall doe during 1993 will amount to $761 million. ^Thus the 
total amount in foreign exchange, which should be obtained from 
sources outside the Jordanian economy, will total $1,468 million. 

However, we know with a reasonable degree of certainty that 
Jordan will receive foreign assistance in the form of unrequited 
transfers (grants) on the order of $160 million. The developmen- 
tal soft loans are also expected to yield up to $250 million. Thus 
die actual gap will amount to around si, 058 million. 

Ways and mgang suggested by" the economic adjustment 
programme to face this remaining large gap are: Hrst, the 
rescheduling of $549 million of the principal inst allmen ts by 
deferring repayment for 10 to 20 years. The installments that 
qualify for rescheduling through Paris Club and London Club 
make some 70 per cent of ail installments due in 1993. Secon d, the 
capitalisation and rescheduling of $178 million of interest forms 
around 42 per cent of all interest that will fall due for payment in 
1993. Thus the cost of debt service will be reduced by around $727 
million or 60 per cent of all debt service. The remaining $446 
milli on or 40 per cent of the debt service will not.be subject to 
rescheduling and must be paid. , ~ •

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The air-exclusion zone in Iraq 
is unlawful, sets dangerous precedent

It seems that the ingenious 
mind of the superpower, the 
U.S., and its European allies 
has gone astray. It has ex- 
ceeded the limits of wise policy 
in international relations, par- 
ticularly in the Middle East. 

The U.S., the British, the 
French, the Russians and the 
probable urging of extremist 
Iraqi Shiites and Kurds, have 
come up with the unjustified 
plan of establishing an air- 
exclusion zone in the south of 
Iraq, below the 32nd parallel, 
in which the flight of Iraqi 
aircraft, including helicopters, 
is prohibited. This will even- 
tually have the concrete effect 
of creating a Shiite zone more 
or less independent of the cen- 
tral government and conse- 
quently a separate entity, to 
put it mildly. 

In establishing such a zone, 
the U.S. and its coalition part- 
ners will be beading towards a 
slippery and dangerous course. 
Their act is not supported by 
the Security Council resolu- 
tions on Iraq even if those 
resolutions are liberally inter- 
preted. Thus the establishment 
of a no-fly zone in Iraq does 
not fall within the ambit of the 
enforcement measures im- 
posed upon -Iraq under Chap- 
ter VII of the united Nations 
Charter. Consequently, the , 
establishment of this zone and 
die shooting down of any Iraqi 
aircraft which flies over the 
zone constitutes an interfer- 
ence in the affairs of Iraq and a 


flagrant violation of the United 
Nations Charter. In effect it 
constitutes an aggression on 
Iraq. 

Paragraph 4 of Article 2 of 
the U.N. Charter provides as 
follows: 

“All members shall refrain 
in their international relations 
from the threat or use of force 
against the territorial integrity 
or political independence of 
any state, or in any other man- 
ner inconsistent with the pur- 
poses of the United Nations. ” 

Paragraph 7 of the same 
article provides as follows: 

“Nothing contained in tire 
present Charter shall authorise 
the United Nations to inter- 
vene in matters which are 
essentially within the domestic 
jurisdiction of any state or shall 
require the members to submit 
such matters to sertiemenr 
under the present Charter; but 
this principle shah not pre- 
judice the application of en- 
forcement measures under 
Chapter VII.” 

And as stated above, the 
enforcement measures im- 
posed upon Iraq under Chap- 
ter VII do not entitle the U.S. 
and the coalition partners to 
establish an air-exclusion zone 
in Iraq. 

Apart from tile illegality of 
die air-exdusion zone, .it is in 
itself a dangerous precedent, 
especially in the mozaic states 
of the Middle East Its estab- 
lishment is allegedly grounded 
on die fact that the Shiites in 


the south of Iraq are 'being 
persecuted by Saddam Hus- 
sein’s government. A similar 
allegation of persecution and 
consequent intervention in the 
Middle East states and even in* 
Western and Eastern Europe 
will lead to absurdities. 

One however may rightly 
wonder why the U.S. and its 
European partners have not 
tried to make a separate zone 
of tiie West Bank and Gaza 
Strip under the umbrella of the 
United Nations so as to protect 
the Palestinians from foe sav- 
age treatment of the occupying 
power as provided in Geneva 
Convention IV of 1949 regard- 
ing foe protection of civilians. 
How has the conscience of 
those powers been awakened 
to protect foe Shiites from 
their own government bnt was 
and still is in doldrums as far as 
foe Palestinians are con- 
cerned? 

Why haven’t the U.S. and its 
European partners inter- 
fered yet in Bosnia, where foe 
Serbs are carrying out real 
genocide against Bosnians, 
Croats and Muslims? 

The Shiites, on foe other 
hand, form part and parcel of 
Iraq since tiie advent of Islam 
in the 7th century A.D. They 
enjoy rights and privileges 'on 
the samefootmg another ItaqL.- 
citizens. They participate in 
as members of 
lent or of foe govern- 
ment and many of them were 
ministers or prime ministers. If 


dictatorial ot despotic rule pre- 
vails in Iraq, it is applicable 
across foe board to all citizens 
and not necessarily aimed at 
foe Shiites only. 

It is daimed by foe U.S. and 
its coalition partners that they 
do not intend to partition Iraq 
and they respect its independ- 
ence and integrity. Those are 
fine words to hear. But on foe 
ground it is greatly feared that 
the establishment of an air- 
exclusion zone will be ex- 
ploited by the Shiite extremists 
so as to form a separate entity 
and thus dismember Iraq, as 
has actually happened with the 
northern Kurdish part of Iraq. 

The Kurds of Iraq are vir- 
tually independent for all in- 
tents and purposes as they 
have now their own parliament 
and their government, sepa- 
rate from the Iraqi state. In 
other words, they have their 
own mini-states. Bnt the crea- 
tion of mini-states on ethnic or 
confessional divisions will in- 
evitably lead to internecine 
conflicts resulting in instability 
in the Middle East. 

We are presently w i tnessing 
numerous conflicts along 
ethnic or confessional lines in 
what used to be called Yngosr 
^ lavia andin foe ex-Soviet Ush 
’ ion, with’ disastrous and tragic 
effects On tire civilian popula- 
tions. Such a result is neither in 
tiie interest of tiie U.S. nor in 
that of Europe ox , for that 
matter, of the new world 
order. 


Iraq still toughening 
it out, won’t back 
down in crisis

BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Sad dam Hussein has proven 
to be a master of brinkmanship, 
positing a crisis to the limi t then 
Sacking down a bit and proclaim- 
ing victory. 

In the latest confrontation be- 
tween Iraq and tiie United States, 
Britain ana France over a no-fly 
zone in foe south, the Iraqi leader 
is at tf»*- brink again. 

As in foe past, - he is strongly 
resisting, wanting of unspecified 
consequences and hinting at no 
cooperation with U.N. weapons 
inspections, U.N. humanitarian 
efforts and the presence of U.N. 
guards for relief work. 

He could decide that it’s 
worth foe price to defy foe ban 
and invite a limited allied strike, 
thereby demonstrating his deter- 
mination not to accept de facte 
of his nation as well as 
allies' presumed brutality. 

After all, Saddam Hussein has 
survived the Guff war, rebuilt and 
repaired war tfamay- and en- 
dured the stifling international 
sanctions damped after Ins Au- 
gust 1990 invasion of Kuwait "... 

He appears well entrenched. 

And the allies’ no-fly zone has 
scant, or non-existent support, in 
much of the Arab World which 
fears that a safe haven for Iraqi 


Shiite Muslims would play into 
the hands of neighbouring Iran. 

Many nations also see a 
dangerous precedent in the “big 
force" in effect dividing the Iraqi 
nation. 

Iraq may cal culate that support 
will further erode. 

An Iraqi government official, 
who spoke on condition henot be 
identified by name, made it clear 
in an interview with tire Associ- 
ated Press that Iraq had nothing 
to lose by taking a bard tine. .

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Kenya’s Kiptanui becomes 3rd 
fastest ever over 5,000 metres 


BRUSSELS (R) — Moses Kipta- 
nui became the third fastest man 
ever over 5,000 metres as the 
exhilarating Kenyan men's team 
took over the Brussels Grand 
Prix athletics meeting. 

The 20-year-old soldier from 
the talented Nandi tribe just mis- 
sed out after a spirited attack on 
Said Aouita's five-year-old world 
record. 

-But in the process Kiptanui 
destroyed a field containing com- 
patriot and world champion 
Ypbes Ondieki plus Italy's Euro- 
pean champion Salvatore Antibo. 

His time of 13 minutes 00.93 
seconds was outside Aouita's 
mark of 12:58.39 but only the 
little Moroccan and Britain's for- 
mer world record holder David 
Moorcroft have ever run faster. 

Kiptanui, the world steeplech- 
ase champion, missed the Barce- 
lona Olympics but has been in 
magnificent form this month, 
breaking the world 3,000 flat and 
steeplechase records. 

Another Kenyan, Olympic sil- 
ver medallist Richard Chelimo, 
also fell short in his attempt on 
the world 10,000 record but still 
finished half a lap ahead of Italy’s 
Francesco Panetta. 


Chelimo clocked 27:31.73 — 
more than 23 seconds outside the 
world mark — with 1987 world 
silver medallist Panetta second in 
27:45.46. 

Kenyans made a clean sweep of 
the steeplechase with Philip Bar- 
kutwo streaking to victory in 
8:12.70, nearly four seconds 
ahead of Olympic silver medallist 
Patrick Sang with Olympic cham- 
pion Matthew Birir in third place. 

And William Tamil gave an 
action replay of his Olympic 800 
victory over Nixon Kiproticb, 
striding strongly in the final 
straight, while Wilfred Kirochi 
beat Spain's Olympic champion 
Femrin Caebo with a devastating 
finishing kick. 

For good measure there was a 
win for Paul Ruto in the men’s 
800 B race, the last track event of 
the evening, to underline the 
astonishing depth in Kenyan mid- 
dle and long distance running. 

Chelimo, who was the Olympic 
champion for all of 12 hoars 
before the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IAAF) jury 
of appeal reversed a decision to 
disqualify Moroccan Khaiid 
Skafa, soon fell behind world re- 
cord pace in the 10,000. 


But Kiptanui, running the 
5, GOO for the first time, looked 
likely to emulate bis great com- 
patriot Henry Rono by adding 
the record to the two 3,000 
marks, until just after the halfway 
stage when he began to drift off 
the pace. 

Tm generally happy with my 
performance,” Kiptanui said. 
‘Tm sure I can break the record. 
I also need more experience. 

“I’m sure Aouita tried more 
than two or three times before he 
broke it. 

Apart from the Kenyans, there 
was plenty for tbef crowd of 
36,000 to savour on a cool, windy 
evening far removed from the 
beat and humidity of Barcelona. 

Merlene Ottey produced a 
sprint double in the women's 100 
and 200 metres then said she may 
still compete next year. 

The 32-year-old Jamaican, 
cruelly dubbed the '"bronze 
queen” by fellow-competitors be- 
cause of her failure to win a 
major title, revealed that she had 
planned to retire after Barcelona. 

"Tm now going to take a two- 
month break in Jamaica and then 
decide,” she said. 

Kevin Young, the American 


Olympic champion and world re- 
cord holder, looked majestic in 
the men's 400 hurdles before 
bitting the final barrier. 

“I was put off balance,” Young 
said. “If I hadn't hit it with my leg 
I would have been more aggres- 
sive." 

Young, who became the first 
man to break 47 seconds when he 
clocked 46.78 in the Barcelona 
final to smash Ed Moses's world 
mark, said be thought he could 
bring the record below 46 
seconds. 

He said a sub-46 mark was 
possible if he could keep a 12- 
stride pattern between the flights. 

“Ed Moses said it couldn't be 
done," Young said. Tm a totally 
different human being. My goal 
next year is to go under 46 
seconds.” 

In the men’s sprints, Nigerian 
Olapade Adeniken defeated 
Olympic 100 metres champion 
Linford Christie for the fourth 
time this year and the second 
time in three days.

Mansell on pole for Belgian Grand Prix 


SPA-FRANCORCHAMPS, Bel- 
gium (R) — Nigel Mansell 
claimed the 27th pole of his 
career with ease Saturday as a 
treacherous wet track resulted in 
three accidents and no unproved 
qualifying times for Sunday's Bel- 
gian Grand Prix. 

On a day of torrential down- 
pours, the newly-crowned world 
champion was able to rely on his 
best time from Friday's opening 
practice and will start the 44-lap 
race with former champion Ayr- 
ton Senna alongside him on the 
front row of the grid. 

German Michael Schumacher, 
back at the circuit where he made 
his Formula One debut last year 
with Jordan, starts from third 
place with Riccardo Patrese of 
Italy beside him in the second 
Williams. 

In the morning free practice, 
Austrian Gerhard Berger, driving 
a McLaren, and Italian Pierluigi 
Martini in a Dallara both crashed 
at the daunting Eau Rouge cor- 
ner after aquaplaning on surface 
water on the track. 

Neither driver was hurt, JBut 
their cars were seriously damaged 
and on both occasions the session 
was red-flagged to a halt. 


The only crash of the afternoon 
came when Italian Stefano Mod- 
ena lost control of his Jordan and 
spun into Martin Bnmdle’s Be- 
netton at the La Source hairpin. 

Both cars were damaged but 
the drivers were unhurt. - 

None of the 22 drivers who 
took part in the final bom-long 
session on a wet trade in changing 
weather conditions coaid im- 
prove their times. 

Mansell, however, again 
proved his mastery of the 6.940 
km Spa- -Francorcfaamps circuit 
in the wet with a fastest afternoon 
time of two minutes 07.693. 
seconds at an average speed of 
196.615 kpfa. 

This was an impressive exam- 
ple of the Briton's skill and com- 
mitment, but it was more remark- 
able that there were not more 
accidents and that the session was 
not halted by a red flag. 

After the bright sunshine Fri- 
day, the downpour Saturifcy 
brought chaos on the track-tad, 
after their accidents in die morn- 
ing, it was no surprise that Berger 
and Martini did not faEepart m ' 
foe afternoon. 

Six other drivers, including 
Eric Comas who was concussed 


Friday morning, did not take part 
in foe final qualifying hour. 

Mansell said: “It was not a nice 
day out there at all. 

“It was one of those days when 
yon are on tenterhooks all the 
time because if you push the car 
to its limit, anything can happen 
— as we saw. 

“The conditions were changing 
aH the time. 

“V have great sympathy for the 
drivers who had accidents today, 
especially Gerhard, who was 
going flat out in a straight line 
down to Eau Rouge when, 
through no fault of his own, he 
found a river going across foe 
circuit. 

“Obviously, he had a big acci- 
dent. Fortunately for me, I had 
decided not to drive any more at 
that time.” 


Mansell said he was happy with 
all the work he had done in 
preparation for a wet race, but 
stressed that the start could be 
decisive. ..He said foe computer 
software would be influential on f 
whether he or Senna made the., 
best getaway. 

Senna said he was dismayed by 
foe bad weather and added that if 
it was as wet Sunday afternoon at 


the start of the race as it had been 
during foe Saturday morning free 
session, be would not be bappy at 
taking part in the race. 

“It would be crazy to race in 
those conditions,” he said. “It 
was very dangerous.” 

Schumacher, starting third on 
the grid alongside Patrese, said: 
“We learned a lot in the wet 
today and I feel we are in good 
shape for foe race. I am in a good 
grid position and will be doing my 
bst for a podium finish.” 

His Benetton team mate B run- 
die was less happy after his inno- 
cent involvement in foe accident 
which wrecked his session. 

“Things were going quite well

Indurain aims to win triple crown in cycling 


VALENCIA, Spain (AP) — 
Spain’s Miguel Indurain will have 
to overcome a recent slump if 
he's to become only the third 
rider ever to capture cycling’s 
triple crown when foe week-long 
World Cycling Championships 
open Sunday in this Mediterra- 
nean port city. 

The championships begin with 
four days of track racing in 
Valencia's new velodrome. Indu- 
rain’s moment cranes on Sept. 6, 
the final day of the cham- 
pionships, in the nearby resort 
town of Benidorm where the 
28-year-old Spaniard hopes to 
win over a 261.6. kilometre 
(162-2-mile) course. 

Indurain will have a home- 
country advantage — but be will 
also have to overcome the press- 
ure of higb expectations if he’s to 
add the title of world champion to 
victories this year in the Tour De 
France and the Tour Of Italy. 
The last rider to win all three in 
the same year was Ireland's 
Stephen Roche in 1987. 

Unlike multi-week stage events 
like the TourDe France, the road 
race in foe World Championships 
is a one-day test that minimises 
the importance, of the teamwork 
that is a key to stage racing. It will 
be every rider for himself for 12 
laps around the 21.8-kilometre 
(13.5-mile) circuit. 

Indurain, third last year behind 
winner Gianni Bugno of Italy and 
second-place Steven Rooks of foe 
Netherlands, will face as many as 
50 riders capable of winning in 
such a one-shot ride. 

The tall, soft-spoken Spaniard 
admits he's lost his fine edge since 
July when he won his second 
consecutive Tour De France. 

‘Tm not in the shape I was in 
the Tour (De France) or the Tour 
Of Italy, but it's to be expected 
-because I've put out a lot this 
season,” Indurain told reporters 
after a race a week ago in Mad- 
rid.” I’m hoping to get my 
rhythm back by Sept. 6 because I 
want in the worst way to win the 
world title. But not winning won't 
ruin what has been a great sea- 
son." 

Greg Lemond, 31, Andy 
Ham ps ten, 30, and Mike Engle- 
man, 34, are expected to be the 
top U.S. entries on the road.t 


Another top U.S. rider could be 
Lance Armstrong, who has rid- 
den well since tinning pro follow- 
ing the Barcelona Olympic 
Games. However, A r m s tro n g, 
20, said he may skip the event to 
concentrate on World Cup cycl- 
ing. 

Lemond has had a poor season, 
which readied its lowest point 
when be withdrew mid-race from 
the Tour De France, a race he has 
won three times. 

“Lemond is an unpredictable 
element this year,” said Jack 
Shnes, a spokesman for the U.S. 
Professional Cycling Federation. 
“He has not a great season and 
nobody knows why. Some say it's 
his age, maybe he's a bit heavy, 
on maybe there’s just more com- 
petition with more and more 
Eastern Europeans riding.” 

The road race is the high- 
profile event of the World Cham- 
jMoaships. In contrast are foe 
tittle-publicised events on foe 
track — events like foe match 
sprint, individual pursuit, keirin 
racing, and tandem match sprint. 

Many cyding fans believe that 
track racing — because it’s fast, 
run in foe confined space of an 
arena, and television friendly — 
may be have a brighter future 
than the long, multi-day road 
events. 

The most prestigious event on 
Valencia’s steeply banked 250- 
metre track is probably foe men’s 
professional match sprint, which 
saw last year’s winner, Carey HaU 
of Australia, disqualified after he 
tested positive for drugs. His 
countryman, bronze medallist 
Stephen Pate, also tested posi- 
tive. 

Nelson Vails, 31, sixth last year 
in the match sprint, is probably 
the top U.S. entry along with new 
pro Ken Carpenter. Carpenter, 
-27, finished fifth mt he Olympics 
as an amateur. 

Because this is an Olympic 
year, foe only amateur events in 
this year’s World Championships 
will be in events that were not 
held in Barcelona. There are only 
four, one for men and three for 
women.

BRUSSELS (R) — European 
Community (EC) go ver nm ents 
Friday ruled out any realignment 
of currencies in the European 
Monetary System (EMS) and 
pledged coordinated action to 

maintain rates in’ the semi -fixed 
exchange rate mechanism 
(ERM). 

. A statement by the EC monet- 
ary committee, which groups cen- 
tral bankers and top treasury 
officials f rom the 12 EC states, 
said an EMS realignment would 
not be an ap pr op riate response to 
tensions in European foreign ex- 
change markets. 

“The member states of the 
European Community are com- 
mitted to economic and monetary 
stability in the EMS which is an 
important element of European 
prosperity,’* the statement, 
issued in Brussels, said. 

“The governments of the mem- 
ber states agree that a change in 
the present st ru ct ur e of central 
rates would not be the appropri- 
ate response of the current ten- 
sums in the EMS,” it added. 

The st at ement was immediate- 
ly welcomed by Britain and 
France, whose currencies have 
fallen in the ERM grid due to 
strong buying of the German 
mark and worries about the fu- 
ture of EC plans for economic 
and monetary anion (EMU). 


German Finance Minister 
The© Waigri called the s ta t em e nt 
a signal to foreign exchange mar- 
kets and said it demonstrated that 
the EMS worked. - 
“It demonstrates the coopera- 
tion within the European Com- 
munity and shows the EMS is 
importan t and works. The state- 
ment is also a signal to the mar- 
kets,’' he said in statement re- 
leased in Bonn. 

The monetary committee state- 
ment indicated EC c en tral banks 
would continue to intervene in 
c ur r en cy markets to maintain ex- 
isting ERM parities. - 
“The authorities of Commun- 
ity member countries are actively 
pursuing economic policy coop- 
eration and stand ready to en- 
force their cooperation to ensure 
an appropriate functioning of the 
EMS,” the statement said. 

Dealers have sent the weak 
Italian lira and British pound 
down towards their floor rates in 
the ERM grid this week, with the 
mark and Belgian franc particu- 
larly strong. 

Traders in London said the 
statement helped the Bra pull 
away from the floor against the 
mark in late European trading.

Michel Sapin said in Paris: “I am 
very pleased with the reaffirma- 
tion of the common will of tbe 
member states of the EC to main- 
tain and reinforce their coopera- 
tion.

G.M. ‘muscle’ car plant 
closes after making last 
U.S. -built Camaro 


VAN NUYS, California (R) — 
The General Motors (G.M.) 
Corp. plant here, for years the 
proud maker of high performance 
Camaro and Firebird cars, closed 
its doors Thursday at a cost of 
2,500 jobs. 

The site is tbe second of seven 
assembly plants the world's big- 
gest automaker will dose m the 
next three years. In March, it 
shut down an Ohio plant that 
made large vans. 

G.M., which says it was forced 
to dose the Van Nuys facility 
because of the recession and a 
shrinking share of tbe U.S. car 
market, also plans to shut 15 
parts factories by 1995. 

New 1993 model Camaros and 
Pontiac Firebirds, due on the 
market early next year, begin 
production in St. Therese, 
Quebec, in November, marking 
tbe first time that the cars will be 
made outside of tbe United 
States. 


Ray Knudsen, who worked at 
tbe plant for 33 years and is also 
an officer with the United Auto 
Workers union, accused G.M- of 
reneging on a promise it made to 
the union four years agp that it 
would find a new car for the plant 
to produce when the “muscle” 
cars went to Canada.

Nigeria to privatise 
state-owned banks 


LAGOS (R) — Nigeria’s military 
government plans to privatise all 
banks in which it holds equity 
shares before a planned handover 
to elected civilians in January. 

Hawmza Zayyad, bead of the 
Technical .Committee on Priva- 
tisation and Commercialisation 
(TCPC). said Thursday the feder- 
,al government would sell its 
stakes in 12 commercial and mer- 
chant banks to the public by Dec. 
31. 

The 12 indude the First Bank 
of Nigeria, Union Bank of Niger- 
ia and United Bank for Africa, 
the country's three leading high 
street banks, he told state televi- 
rion. • 

The government has contrail- ' 
ing interests in the three banks, as 
well as m seven others slated for 
privatisation before President 
Ibrahim Babangjda steps down 
on Jan. 2 after presidential elec- 
tions on Dec. 5. In foe remaining 
two banks foe government is a 
minority shareholder. 

The TCPC, a government 
agency, bad earlier denied plans 
announced by foe finance minis- 
try in July 1990 that foe govern- 
ment would privatise tbe banks. 

Financial experts said the 
equivocation stemmed partly 
from disagreements in govern- 
ment on foe fate of the banks, 
major sources of patronage in 
sub-Saharan Africa’s biggest eco- 
nomy. 

Bankers and industrialists wel- 
comed foe latest decision, saying 
privatisation should help reduce 
state meddling in foe running of 
banks and put foe banking system 
on a sounder commercial footing. 

“It is an indication that the 
government is pressing ahead 
with the deregulation of the 
financial system,” Charles 
Adiukwu, head of the Money 
Market Association of Nigeria, 
told Reuters. 

The privatisation plan is consis- 
tent with the government's disin- 
vestment programme started in 
1989 as part of free market eco- 
nomic reforms aimed at mending 
an economy crippled by years of 
mismanagement , low productiv- 
ity and bureaucratic controls. 

Isaac Alnko-Olokun, a senior 
manager with United Africa 
Company, quoted by newspap- 
ers, said tbe decision should help 
Nigeria in debt talks with foe IMF 
and other creditor bodies who 
have pressed die country to liber- 
alise its financial system. 

Tbe centra] bank Friday said 
that Nigeria’s foreign debt fell 20 


per cent to $26.7 billion in foe' 
first half of 1992 but Lagos is still 
spending a large part of its fore- 
ign export earnings on debt ser- 
vicing. 

The bank’s mid-year economic 
report said foe debt was down 
from $33.36 billion at foe end of 
1991 thanks to a restructuring 
deal with Lagos' commercial 
bank creditors. 

Hie decline “resulted largely 
from the settlement reached with 
foe London Club of international 
creditors early m foe year,” foe 
report said. 

Lagos bought back 60 per cent 
of foe $5.5 billion it owed foe 
banks at 40 per cent of face value 
under 1 7 a restructuring accord 
signed late last year. 

The agreement also included 
options to convert debt into 30- 
year bonds and traditional res- 
cheduling. 

However, the central bank said 
Nigeria continued to spend a 
significant part of its export earn- 
ings on debt servicing, denying it 
funds to stimulate growth in sub- 
Saharan Africa's biggest eco- 
nomy. 

It said further efforts to win 
debt relief, including cancella- 
tion, had limited success this 
year. 

Lagos is negotiating a new 
standby loan facility with foe 
International Monetary Fond 
(IMF), which it needs to streng- 
then its claim for easier terms on 
the roughly $17 billion owed foe 
Paris Chib of creditor nations. 

Diplomats said foe chances of 
getting an agreement with foe 
IMF had improved in the past few 
months and Finance Minister . 
Ahmad Abubakar was having 
talks in Washington with foe 
IMF. 

The talks included a proposal 
for a gradual reduction in domes- 
tic fuel subsidies, an issue that has 
been a stumbling block in pre- 
vious talks, a diplomat said. 

“There is now agreement be- 
tween major creditor nations that 
foe subsidy should be lifted gra- 
dually and not in one go,” foe 
envoy said. 

The military government is 
concerned that a big drop in 
subsidies could lead to civil un- 
rest. 

Nigeria and the IMF signed a 
15-month standby- credit facility 
in January 1991 but Lagos failed 
to get the fund’s approval at the 
mid-term review after failin g to 
meet some of its conditions, in- 
cluding cutting public spending. 
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Bosnian forces launch assault 
to break siege of Sarajevo 


. SARAJEVO (AP) — In a last- 
ditch effort to win territory be- 
fore an interna tionaily-broice red 
peace agreement takes effect, 
Bosnian forces battled to break 
the siege of their capital over- 
night and Saturday morning. 

A top commander acknow- 
ledged that a radio report claim- 
ing success had been premature. 

Mustafa Hajrulah, commander 
of the Sarajevo Garrison of the 
Bosnian forces, said Bosnian gov- 
ernment forces had attacked Ser- 
bian positions in a western suburb 
of Sarajevo in an attempt to 
' break the siege. 

But he said the attack had yet 
to. cut the Serbs off from supply 
lines that stretch dozens of 
kilometres over the hills of 
Sarajevo and end at Pale, the 
- ; capital of the self-prodahned Ser- 
bian Republic of Bosnia- 

• .Herzegovina, to the east of the 
'.besieged capital.’ 

The fighting is centred on the 
suburb of Bidza — a Serbian 

• stronghold to the west of the dty 
. that has been the focus of Bos- 
nian attempts to break the bloody 

■ .five-month siege of Sarajevo. 

If the Bosnians can push the 
. Serbs out of IUdza they will have 
almost unfettered control of terri- 
. tory stretching from Sarajevo to 
1 their border with Croatia, crucial 
to weapons smuggling and aid. 
The problem is that the Serbs 
; are reinforcing nidza through ex- 
tremely secure lines, Commander 
Hajrulah said.

Tbe previous attempt to re- 
solve the threat of separation by 
Quebec, the Meech Lake 
Accord, collapsed in 1990 at the 
end of a three-year process of 
ratification, angering 
Quebeckers. 

Mr. Mulroney said the new 
deal was broader-based because 
it granted Canada's 750,000 Indi- 
ans and Eskimos self-rule, pro- 
’ tected the rights of minorities 
and provided equal Senate repre- 
sentation for all provinces, a key 
demand by western Canada in 
exchange for granting Quebec 
special status. 

Quebec gained co nstituti onal 
recognition as a distinct society 
within Canada and a guarantee of 
25 per cent of tbe seats in the 
House of Commons, a formula 
that preserves its share of politic- 
al power even if its population 
declines.

“Serbia and Montenegro, no 
matter how disguised, is an 
aggressor, and is abetting the 
most serious Serbian atrocities 
committed against die Bosnian 
Mosfims and Catholics in Bosnia- 
Herzcgovina,” he said. 

Members of the Organisation 
of Islamic Co n fe re nce (OIC) are 
holding their own meetings in 
Jakarta on the Yugoslavian issue. 
Nearly all the 47 OIC members 
also belong to the Non-Aligned 
Movement. 

. Abdullah Ahmad’s tough lan- 
guage appeared to signal a 
hardening OIC on Belgrade's 
pa rticipation in the two-day fore- 
ign minis ters* meeting and deter- 
mination to prevent it attending 
flie. summit. 

Yugoslavia, which hosted the 
Non-Aligned Movement’s first 
summit in 1961, expressed confi- 
dence it would- retain its mem- 
bership. 

‘^Everybody has the right to 
propose everything, but it is the 
decision of the movement (which 
we will abide by)," senior Yugos- 
lav diplomat Menad Zirojevic 
said. 

Another Yugoslav delegate 
said: *T am optimistic. It is im- 
posable get the consensus to 
throw us out.”

Japanese foreign minister in Moscow

breakthrough on the main issue dividing the two countries — a 
long-running territorial dispute which has prevented conclusion of 
a bilateral peace treaty formally ending World War II.

Watanabe is expected to stress Japan's claim to sovereignty over 
the four islands off its northern coast seized by Soviet troops m 
the dosing days of World War G. The dispate has kept Japan 
from giving Russia the large-scale finandal aid Moscow wants. 

Havel plans political comeback 

PRAGUE (R) — Czechoslovakia’s ex-President Vaclav Havel 
plans a political comeback later this year, possibly as the future 
president of an independent Czech Republic, Prague Radio said 
Saturday. “I will not disappear from public life that easily,” Mr. 
Havel told the CSTK news agency Friday night after a private 
dinner with Czech Premier Vaclav Klaus. “I have been politically 
active for decades and. knowing myself, I will continue to be for 
some time,” Mr. Havel added. Following a pact concluded last 
Wednesday between Czechoslovakia’s two biggest parties, the 
country will split up into two independent states on Jan. 1, 1993. 
“Tbe Czech Republic could have its president as soon as it 
approves its constitution,” Mr. Klaus told the agency, adding be 
hoped this would happen before the end of the year. The agreed 
break up Czechoslovakia came about after Mr. Klaus's Civic 
Democratic Party (ODS) and tbe Movement fof a Democratic 
Slovakia (HZDS) of Slovak Premier Vladimir Meciar foiled to 
agree on the future of the Czechoslovak Federation. 

Ex-U.N. chief offe to help in Peru

has left open the possibility of playing a role in his native Peru’s 
political crisis but appears to have resisted efforts to draft him as a 
candidate in coming elections.

Grenade kills policeman in S. Africa 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (AP) ' — A grenade a tta ck 
killed a policeman and seriously injured three others in die black 
township of Soweto, police said Saturday. Tbe attackers in Friday 
night’s incident were not caught, but one was shot and wounded 
by police as he fled, said police Capt. Govindsamy Mariemnthoo. 
The officers were in a guard station at a cimic at about 11 p.m. 
when die grenade was muled through the window, he said. More 
than 120 police o fficers have been lolled on duty this year, a pace 
that exceeds last year’s record total of 145 police deaths. Militant 
blades opposed to the white government have targetted officers, 
both Made and white, for attack. Black officers are seen as 
sellouts to the white minority government. The policeman killed 
Friday was black.

Rebel Georgian region 
threatens guerrilla war 


MOSCOW (R) — The leader of 
Georgia’s rebel Abkhazia region 
said Saturday he would tannefa a 
guerrilla war if government 
troops invaded his stronghold in 
die coastal town of Gudauta. 

“If Georgian tanks storm their 
way into Gudauta, then I will go 
to tbe mountains and fight Geor- 
gian invaders from there as long 
as I have the strength to do so,” 
parliament head Vladislav 
Ardzinba told local journalists by 
telephone. 

Georgian leaders Eduard She- 
vardnadze sent troops into the 
breakaway region earlier this 
month afteT the Abkhazian par- 
liament effectively declared inde- 
pendence. 

More than 100 people haw, 
been killed in a month of Bering 
in the Black Sea region. 

News agencies said a new 


Abkhazian ceasefire proposal re- 
ceived no Georgian support. 
Fighting continued Saturday. 

The journalists quoted She- 
vardnadze as saying four Geor- 
gian Guardsman were killed 
overnight in clashes near the 
Abkhazian capital, Sukhumi. 

“We are going to investigate 
the incident md if, Abkhazians are 
found responsible we will have 
recourse to measures in accord- 
ance with the state of emergen- 
cy,” Mr. Shevardnadze said as 
quoted by title journalists. 

“It is a bard stop, but we will be 
forced to take it ... We have tbe 
strength to do it.” 

Tbe latest ceasefire, due to 
ta ke effect at midnight, was prop- 
osed by die Abkhazian lead- 
ership, who moved up tbe coast 
to Gudauta after Georgian troops 
took over Sukhmi earlier tins 
month. 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Fresh 
fighting between Armenia and 
Azerbaijan raised doubts about 
their latest ceasefire ag reeme nt 
and Armenia's foreign minister 
said he was only “cautiously opti- 
mistic” about the deal. 

ITAR-TASS News Agency 
said Minister Raffi Hovanmsyan 
told a news conference there 
could be no solution. to die four- 
year conflict without the parti- 
cipation of representatives of tbe 
disputed Nagorno-Karabakh en- 
clave. 

Tbe. two former Soviet repub- 
lics agreed Thursday to call a 
truce from Sept. 1 in die latest bid 
to end an undeclared war in 
which more than 2,000 people 
have died.. 

Russia's Foreign Ministry ex- 
pressed satisfaction with die deal 
and called on both rides to imple- 
ment it responsibly, 

“We are laying tbe foundation 
■ for a peaceful solution Of the 
Karabakh problem,” TASS 
quoted Mr. Hovannisyan as 
saying. 

But he said Armenia was conce- 
rned that Azerbaijan had re- 
jected a request to stop using 
heavy weaponry and planes in tbe 
•run-up to the ceasefire. ■ 

A spokesman for Azerbaijan’s 
Defence Ministry said of Thurs- 
day’s surprise deal: “We are tired 


of war. We most restore die 
national doonomy and we support 
any peace initiatives. ”

Tent cities going up in 
Florida; relief effort builds 


FLORIDA CITY. Florida (AP) 
— Army troops cleared 14 acres 
(5.6 hectares) of parkland and a 
section of a demolished air base, 
hoping to have tent cities up by 
Saturday night for thousands of 
vic tims of hurricane Andrew. 

The crews were among 7,000 
army and Marine Corps troops 
ordered to south Florida by Presi- 
dent George Bush amid com- 
plaints that the Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency (FEMA) 
was dragging its feet in providing 
relief to hurricane victims. 

In Washington, Mr. Bush said 
at a hastily arranged news confer- 
ence that be understood the cri- 
ticism but didn’t feel such recri- 
minations vrere useful. 

Tm not going'to participate in 
the blame game,” he said. 

The tent cities were part of the 
effort to house an estimated 

180.000 homeless people in south 
Florida, whose homes were des- 
troyed when the hurricane flat- 
tened the south Miami suburbs 
Monday before slamming into 
Louisiana. 

A massive relief effort also was 
under way in Louisiana, where 

137.000 homes and businesses 
were without electricity Friday 
and 1400 people remained in 11 
Red Cross shelters. After critic- 
ism Friday from Louisiana, state 
and focal officials about the 
federal response to the disaster, 
FEMA officials there vowed to 
step up their efforts. 

. In Florida, meanwhile, tele- 
phone service was still scarce in 
some areas Friday; 750,000 peo- 
ple had no power; and hunteeds 
fined up for food, drinkable water 
and federal disaster loan applica- 
tions. 

“This area of Florida is going 
to be in recuperation for a year. 


They’re going to have to scrape 
the earth and start over,” said 
Roger Dtsjariais, director of 
public safety in Lee County, 
northwest of Miami, who was 
directing emergency operations 
in Florida City. 

Mr. Desjarlais said migrant 
workers who lost trailer homes 
would make up the bulk of die 
Florida Qty tent complex, de- 
signed for 2400 people. 

Another tent city for 2400 
people was being set up on 
Homestead Air Force Base, 
which was totally demolished by 
die hurricane. . . . 

Similar tent cities were 'set up 
late last year to house thousands 
of Haitian refugees afthe U:S. 
naval base at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. 

Hurricane Andrew, one of die 
worst and costliest natural disas- 
ters ever to hit the Uri ted States, 
fizzled out Saturday a ter a week 
of destruction (hat let at least 29 
people dead. 

By the time the storm reached 
south Florida early Monday with 
top sustained wind speeds of 140 
mph (225 Icph), it was billed as 
one of the worst storms to fait the 
United States this century. 

Earlier, when it smashed into 
the Bahamas, Andrew killed four 
people and destroyed dozens of 

By late Wednesday as it moved 
westward and its winds lost much 
of their fury, Andrew turned into 
a tropical storm. 

By Thursday it had been down- 
graded to a tropical depression 
and by Friday, weather experts 
said afl tint was left of Andrew 
was douds and. thunderstorms.
